ON THE |" WAS an observant and experienced student of 
BREEDING public affairs who answered the question, ‘Is 
OF MISCHIEF. there any truth in any such-and-such a rumor of 
warr” by saying: ‘‘ There is always truth in azy 
rumor of war.” To prophesy war is to suggest and start the sort of 
speculation and discussion that awaken the warlike passion in men’s 
breasts. Tell Smith that people are wondering whether he could whip 
Jones if they should ever have a fight; and then tell Jones that somebody 
has made a bet that he could n’t whip Smith if he tried; and you have 
two men well primed to pick up the first trifling cause for a quarrel and 
to make the most of it. So it is with nations, only to a far more danger- 
ous degree. As between the two individuals, Smith may be an arrant 
coward who will evade the discussion in order to keep his skin whole; and 
Jones may be a man of enough manly common-sense to say frankly: 
‘*I decline to discuss the question, because I have no reason for fighting 
with Smith.” But no nation is wholly cowardly, and no nation is wholly 
sensible. There is no people in the world among whom it is possible to 
start the question of the relative fighting strength of another people with- 
out starting up the talkers who, consciously or unconsciously, willingly or 


unwillingly, breed the mischief that ends in war. 
* 





* * 
Among all the nations of the world the United States is exceptionally 
fortunate in its comparative safety from the wars bred by discussion with 


rivals. The militant power of our nation as a whole is in many respects 
an unknown quantity. We may know our own deficiencies; we can never 
know our own strength; and we have neither statistics nor record on 
which to base estimates of our capacity to meet the emergencies of war 
with a foreign power. Beyond the undisputed fact that we are in better 
fighting trim to-day than we have been in for many years, we can hardly 
say how we stand as to our means of carrying on a war with any foreign 
power of the first class. On the other hand, the foreign ‘powers of the 
first class and of all classes are equally in the dark; and what they do 
know about the American nation is not calculated to induce them to 
monkey with the buzz-saw. 
+ ; * 

We hesitate, of course, to speak of America’s advantages in being 
the greatest and the only immediate source of supply for the European 
markets in the event of a war that seriously involves Europe’s commercial 
and financial interests. It seems brutal and seifish to speculate upon the 
benefits to be derived from the necessities and sufferings of our fellow- 
men of alien nationalities. Still the fact is there; a fact not to be over- 
looked or disregarded; a fact that must enter into the calculations of 
every workingman, every manufacturer, every farmer, every stock-raiser, 
and every business man in America, the moment that such a war breaks 
out in Europe. Unquestionably, her necessity is our opportunity; and if 
this statement of the case sounds hard or cruel, let us remember that it 
may also be put that the measure of our power to supply her is the 
measure of Europe’s relief. If she suffers from a great and devastating 
war, we must feed, clothe and arm her, and without us her affliction would 
be incalculably heavier. 


*

It is for this, more than for any other reason, that in the event of a 
conflict between great European powers we should remember that our 
principle and our policy as Americans alike oblige us to steer clear of any 
entangling alliances; and to see that neither sympathy nor prejudice, 
however natural or creditable, influences us to link the interests of the 
United States with those of any foreign nation. It is not only that their 
ways are not our ways, that our path is not theirs; that what we seek and 
hope and live for are the ideals that have led us to separate our lives from 
theirs. Here may be found reason enough, no doubt, for avoiding em- 
broilment with any foreign power; but our best reason for preserving a 
strict and impartial neutrality is higher and more important than all 
these: it is in our power to stand as the land of plenty, furnishing 
sustenance to all human beings without fear or favor even when two 
peoples curse the world with the inhumanities of war,
